BELCHERTOWN - As the 
town is seeing an increase in 
COVID-19 cases, the Board of 
Health unanimously approved 
putting a moratorium on moving 
into the next phase of opening — 
Phase Three, Step II until Nov. 2. 

While Belchertown has been in 
the “gray” designation with zero 
new cases for the week ending 
on Sept. 18 and one new case for 
the week ending on Sept. 26, the 
COVID-19 cases have increased, 
moving into the town into “yel- 
low,” according to Quabbin 
Health District data.

For the week ending on Friday, 
Oct. 2, there are six new cases in 
town. The total number of cases 
of COVID-19 to date is 146 and 
the number of COVID-19 deaths 
is eight. 

In its meeting on Monday, 
Quabbin Health Director Judy 
Metcalf and Health Inspector 
Stephen Bell discussed the 
increase in cases as well as mov- 
ing into the next step of Gov. 
Charlie Baker’s phased reopen- 
ing which went into effect on 
Monday. 

“Last week our case count 
went up to eight, which is high 
for us,’ Metcalf said. “We are 
on an uptick of cases as of last 
week, my reporting date ends 
on Friday. I did the math and, as 
close approximation to the for- 
mula and the methodology that 
the state uses over the previous 
two week period, I do believe 
come Wednesday when the state 
publishes their statewide commu- 
nity map that Belchertown will be 
yellow.”

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Selectboard creates new Energy and Sustainability Committee 


STAFF REPORT 


BELCHERTOWN - The Belchertown 
Select Board voted unanimously to estab- 
lish a new Energy and Sustainability 
Committee. Its purpose is to develop and 
recommend sound energy and sustainability 
programs and policies for the town. 

Energy relates to the fuel choices made 
for buildings, vehicles and industry. 
Sustainability means meeting the town’s 
needs without compromising the ability 
of future generations to meet its needs. In 
addition to natural resources, people also 
need social and economic resources. 

The committee shall consist of town offi- 
cials as well as people who are interested in 
the impact that Climate Change is having 
on us all. 

Selectboard Chair Gail Gramarossa said 
this committee was discussed as a priority 


at the board’s annual Strategic Planning 
Sessions held in August. 

Committee members will learn about and 
inform residents about opportunities to save 
energy and money through such things as 
the MassSave Energy Efficiency program; 
electric vehicles and charging stations; 
reduce, reuse and recycle programs. Also 
they may cover solar electricity, solar hot 
water and air source heat pumps. 

The committee will address municipal as 
well as residential and commercial topics in 
order to have a positive impact for everyone 
in town. Federal and state grants will be 
pursued to further the committee’s work. 

Everyone is welcome to apply for mem- 
bership, especially those with experience in 
energy saving or sustainability topics. Send 
a letter or email to selectmen @belchertown. 
org by Nov. 6. Include why you wish to be 
involved and any information about your 


qualifications. 

The following is the ‘official charge” to 
the new committee: 

Charge to Belchertown Energy and 
Sustainability Committee 

The Belchertown Energy and 
Sustainability Committee is established for 
the purpose of developing and recommend- 
ing sound energy and sustainability policies 
for the Town. 

The Committee shall: 

Develop and administer programs relat- 
ing to energy conservation, increased ener- 
gy efficiency, and to develop alternative 
and/or renewable energy resources; 

Develop and administer programs to 
guard against the effects of climate change; 

Work with our energy data and infor- 
mation management system to aid energy 
planning and decision-making; 

Promote the development of sound local 


energy education programs; 

With the approval of the Town, apply for, 
receive, expend, represent and act on behalf 
of the Town connection with federal grants, 
grant programs or reimbursements, or pri- 
vate grants; 

Advise, assist, and cooperate with state, 
regional, and federal agencies in developing 
appropriate programs and policies relating 
to energy planning and sustainability; 

Keep accurate records of its meetings and 
actions and shall file an annual report which 
shall be printed in the Town’s Annual Town 
Report. 

The Commission will consist of no fewer 
than five and no more than nine members 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The 
Director of the Department of Public Works 
and the Director of the Schools Buildings 
and Grounds (or their designees) shall be 
de-facto members of the Commission. 





Belchertown Police Department 
receives $460,000 grant

BELCHERTOWN - The Belchertown 
Police Department received a $462,817 
grant from the U.S. Department of 
Justice, Office on Violence Against 
Women. The grant funding will improve 
the criminal justice system’s response 
to sexual assault, domestic violence, 
dating violence and stalking through 
collaboration and victim advocacy. 

The grant is an extension from an 
original award of $242,537 the depart- 
ment received in 2017. 

Among other things the funding will 
allow Belchertown and Northampton 
Police Departments to share a vic- 
tim advocate provided through the 
University of Massachusetts Center for 
Women and Community. The advocate 
will provide direct services to victims. 

The funding will also be used for 
the salary and benefits of a full-time 
Belchertown Police officer who will be 
dedicated to the prevention and inves-

tigation of domestic, sexual and dating 
violence as well as stalking. 

The grant will also be used to provide 
specialized training to officers in the 
areas of sexual assault and domestic 
violence, human trafficking, stalking 
and violence against vulnerable popu- 
lations include elders, people with dis- 
abilities and immigrants. 

“This funding will allow the 
Belchertown Police Department to 
continue the availability of victim 
advocates working with victims both 
inside and outside our station,” said 
Belchertown Police Chief Christopher 
Pronovost. “The grant will also fill an 
urgent need to dedicate an officer to 
these extremely important issues and to 
fund specialized training for all of the 
department’s police officers and dis- 
patchers.”

Hampshire DA, Police chiefs announce 
restorative justice expansion 


STAFF REPORT 


REGION — District Attorney David 
E. Sullivan and six police chiefs have 
partnered with community stakehold- 
ers and local volunteers to increase 
access to restorative justice in 
Hampshire County. 

Based on their shared vision that 
restorative justice must be available 
broadly within Hampshire County, 
they now announce the launch of 
Communities for Restorative Justice 
(C4RJ) in Hampshire County, a pro- 
gram that diverts adults out of the 
criminal justice system and into 
restorative justice. 

“Restorative justice provides an 
alternative to the criminal justice 
process that meaningfully addresses 
structural inequities by enabling the 
community to take part in its own res- 
toration after a crime has been com- 
mitted. We have used restorative prac- 
tices in our Juvenile Justice Unit for 
years and have worked with schools to 
integrate restorative justice into their 
disciplinary models,” said District 
Attorney David Sullivan. “I am now 
incredibly pleased that restorative 
justice will be available for adults as 
well.” 

The participating police depart- 
ments, each of whom has commit- 
ted to an annual payment that funds 
administrative costs, are Amherst, 
Easthampton, Hadley, Northampton, 
South Hadley and Ware. Additionally, 
the Northwestern District Attorney’s 


Office will support C4RJ, which will 
enable Assistant District Attorneys to 
refer cases from any police depart- 
ment in Hampshire County. 

Restorative justice is a process to 
involve, to the extent possible, those 
who have a stake in an offense that 
has been committed and collectively 
to identify and address harms, needs, 
and obligations in order to heal and 
restore the community. Often this 
work is done before criminal charges 
are filed and instead of proceeding 
with a court case. Restorative justice 
programs subscribe to these prin- 
ciples: crime is a violation of peo- 
ple and relationships; crime creates 
harms, needs, and obligations; and 
those most affected should be mean- 
ingfully included and empowered. 

Amherst Police Chief Scott 
Livingstone emphasized the impor- 
tance of crime prevention. “So often, 
people commit a crime and end up on 
probation or in jail, only to come out 
unchanged and continuing to commit 
crimes. Restorative justice can inter- 
rupt the cycle, helping the offender 
understand the harm they are causing 
and care about the community they 
are harming.” 

Although restorative justice has 
been available in Hampshire County 
on a limited basis, C4RJ’s structure 
brings a reliable and expanded restor- 
ative justice model to the area. Local 
volunteers will be trained in restor- 
ative practices and the C4RJ process 
throughout the fall and will begin 


receiving referrals from police depart- 
ments in early 2021. A second round 
of volunteer training in 2021 will 
enable the Hampshire County pro- 
gram to expand the number of cases 
it takes. 

District Attorney Sullivan said, 
“Our office, which currently runs two 
pre-arraignment diversion programs 
out of the district courts, welcomes 
C4RJ and the opportunity it provides 
to divert cases out of the criminal 
justice system and into a community 
space that can lead to real transfor- 
mation for all involved, including the 
offender, the victim, and the police 
officer. I am proud to join with our 
local police chiefs who jumped at 
the opportunity to send cases directly 
into restorative justice before a charge 
issues. We all understand that restor- 
ative practices have important and 
deep historical roots and must be an 
integral part of our future.” 

“This expansion into Western 
Massachusetts demonstrates that 
C4RJ’s model is replicable across 
the Commonwealth when we have 
strong partners who are willing to 
invest in a new way of doing things.” 
said Margot Fleischman, C4RJ 
Board President. “We’re grateful for 
the leadership of District Attorney 
Sullivan and his staff, and for the 
police chiefs of these six towns. 
We’re excited to be working with 
them to transform their communities’ 
response to crime through the use of 
restorative practices.”

He added that, anecdotally, there has been an increase in 
occurrences of substance use during the pandemic. 

Quaboag Hills Substance Use Alliance member Nekr 
Jenkins said that the event looked to honor those in recov- 
ery as well. 

“We want to remind people that recovery 1s still happen- 
ing during the pandemic, too,” Jenkins said. “The commu- 
nity is here for you.” 

She added that while there can be persisting shame or 
stigmas around recovery, the event also served to combat 
that. 

Lozier said as the country proceeds into “the new nor- 
mal” that includes everyone. 

“There are a lot of people who need help and sometimes 
people in recovery are the last to get it,’ he said. “We’re 
here for people in the community who need help.”

She said this coming week will “be very important” with 
two new cases over the weekend, she was waiting until the 
end of the week to see where the trend of cases was going. 

Metcalf said some changes in the next step would affect 
theatrical and performance venues, which she didn’t 
believe effected the town. 

“Both Stephen and I are getting a lot of people misinter- 
preting entertainment venues meaning now we can have 
250 people at sports events,” Metcalf said. “Or now we can 
have 250 people at a dance recital and the answer is — no, 
no, no.” 

In addition to case numbers, Bell also expressed concern 
with the fact students are beginning hybrid learning in 
town, which he believed was another reason not to go into 
the second step of Phase Three. 

“Going into the next step would mean a couple of 
things,” Bell said. “There would be a change in (indoor 
and outdoor) capacity to 50% or up to 250 people, which I 
don’t agree with.” 

The limit for indoor gatherings remains at a maximum 
of 25 people for all communities. Outdoor gatherings at 
private residences and in private backyards will remain at a 
maximum of 50 people for all communities. 

Outdoor gatherings at event venues and in public set- 
tings will have a limit of 50 people in Step I communities, 
and a limit of 100 people in lower risk, Step II communi- 
ties, according to the state’s reopening website. 

Gyms, museums, libraries and driving and flight schools 
would also be permitted to increase their capacity to 50% 
under Step II. 

Board of Health member Ken Elstein said based on the 
numbers and what he was hearing from Bell and Metcalf, 
he made the motion to put a moratorium on the next phase 
until the board’s next meeting. 

The board unanimously approved the vote.

can reactivate their participation.” 

In a letter from Sept. 2019, 
Belchertown Town Administrator 
Gary Brougham wrote to MassDOT 
District 2 Highway Engineer 
Pater Cavicchi that Police Chief 
Christopher Pronovost and Director 
of Public Works Steven Williams 
“discussed the increasing number of 
motor vehicle mishaps at this loca- 
tion and potential contributory fac- 
tors. 

There is little doubt a small per- 
centage of the incidents are opera- 
tor error likely resulting from dis- 
tracted drivers, etc.,” the letter stated. 
“The more significant concerns are 
the amount of traffic moving through 
this area, posted speeds, limited 
sight distance and / or elevation at 
the point of intersection. Traveling 
from the east on Allen Street, travel- 
ers experience a significant change in 
elevation when approaching Federal 
Street. Travelling from the west on 
Allen Street motorists experience 
a significant rise in elevation at the 
Same intersection.” 

In corresponding letter dated Oct. 
23, 2019, Cavicchi told the town, 
to improve sight distance for Allen 
Street, “significant slope work out- 
side the state highway layout line 
would be required. If the Town wish- 
es to perform the slope work, contact

our District Permits office to obtain 
an access permit for the work within 
our layout.” 

He stated that MassDOT will 
“investigate the feasibility of the fol- 
lowing short-term countermeasures 
to improve safety: an intersection 
flashing warning beacon or a dynam- 
ic advanced intersection warning sys- 
tem that would provide a warning 
to the through driver that there is a 
vehicle on the cross road that may 
enter the intersection.” 

That was the last time the town 
heard from MassDOT on that inter- 
section, according to Brougham. 

In a response letter dated Jan. 2, 
2020, Brougham wrote the town 
was in favor of investigating the 
two short-term measures and want- 
ed more information about getting 
permitting to allow the Belchertown 
DPW to do slope work. 

“This 1s a complicated issue 
because Rt. 9 is a state numbered 
route, it’s maintained by MassDOT 
District 2, Allen Road which is 
crossroad is maintained locally,” 
Brougham told the Selectboard. 
“Depending on which way you’re 
traveling on Allen Road, you either 
have a steep grade to come out of 
Allen Road onto Rt. 9 or if you’re 
coming from the east side, there are 
some slopes there that are pretty 
steep.”

BELCHERTOWN -— Although 
current distancing practices

Here, pre-packaged bags 
of candy will be handed through 
your passenger window via long, 
plastic shelf-grabbers (sanitized 
before each vehicle pull-up) for 
your carload of scary creatures! 
No walk-ups will be allowed. 


Brougham, but “a tractor trailer try- 
ing to turn down Rt. 9 wound up with 
the entire rig up on top of the guard- 
rails which were reinstalled.” 

From 2015 to 2020, there were 18 
accidents at the intersection of Rt. 9 
and Allen Road, according to data 
reported to MassDOT Registry of 
Motor Vehicles Division and entered 
into the Registry Crash Data System. 

Of those 18 accidents, 14 reported 
no injuries, three were reported as 
non-fatal injuries and one was report- 
ed as suspected minor injury. There 
were a total of five people reporting 
injuries. 

Many of the crashes at the inter- 
section involved two vehicles, with 
four reported as one-vehicle crashes. 

There were various “driver con- 
tributing circumstances” includ- 
ing two instances of not yielding 
to the right of way, one instance of 
Over-correcting and one unknown 
cases. 

One of the crashes occurred at 
dusk and all others occurred during 
the day. Six of the crashed occurred 
with snow, icy or wet road condi- 
tions. 

“This is the problem we keep hav- 
ing here,’ Brougham said. “It’s prob- 
ably not a high crash history, but I 
would go so far to say the number of 
mishaps that are at that intersection 
are higher than what we should be 
seeing at that type of intersection.”

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Unique trees for 
seasonal color 


e stayed home most 
of last weekend. By 
the time we got back 


into the car to head off to school, 
the hills were no longer shade 
of green, they were ablaze in all 
the familiar yellows, oranges, and 
reds produced by our cherished 
maple trees. 

Some say the color is dull this 
year. I say I'll take what I can 
get. When everything else seems 
messed-up, at least we can count on the change of sea- 
sons. If you would like to add some unique color to your 
home landscape, consider planting one or more of the 
following lesser-known trees in your yard. 

First of all, what causes leaves to change color? If 
you guessed that it has something to do with cooler 
weather and less hours of daylight you are correct. These 
cues cause trees to enter their dormant period. During 
dormancy the production of chlorophyll ceases (it is 
chlorophyll that gives vegetation its green color), allow- 
ing other color pigments in the leaf to become more 
prominent. Carotenoids are yellow and orange pigments, 
while anthocyanins are red and purplish. Brilliancy var- 
ies from season to season thanks to the weather, but as a 
general rule bright sunny days and cool nights make for 
great leaf peeping. 

The first and most intriguing tree ll mention is the 
ginkgo (Ginkgo biloba). This tree is a living artifact; fos- 
sil records date it back 200 million years ago! Recently, 
extracts of ginkgo have been touted to boost memory. 
Besides being tolerant of salt and smog, the tree has 
a nice shape, pyramidal when young and becoming 
more open and spreading with age. Unique fan-shaped 
leaves turn brilliant yellow in fall, and then, seemingly 
overnight, will all drop to the ground. Imagine, raking 
only once! Plant only male cultivars, as fruit produced 
by females is messy and stinky. ‘Magyar’ and ‘Autumn 
Gold’ are two such cultivars that mature to about 60 feet. 

An even more majestic tree with desirable fall foliage 
is the tulip poplar (Liriodendron tulipifera). It is one of 
our tallest eastern American deciduous trees, reaching 
190 feet in rare cases. At home, expect vigorous growth 
from 70 to 90 feet in height, with a spread of roughly 
half that. Give the tulip poplar lots of room and rich, 
moisture retentive soil. Mature trees flower in late 
spring; honey from cross-pollinating bees is reportedly 
superior in quality. Leaves turn a beautiful golden yel- 
low in the fall. For a shorter version of this wonderful 
tree, plant the cultivar ‘Fastigiatum’; it grows to around 
50 feet and is more narrow in shape. 

Another one of my favorite trees is the sourwood 
(Oxydendron arboreum). Supposedly, the sourwood 
gets its name from its acidy-tasting leaves that hunters 
would chew on to ward off thirst during long days spent 
in the woods. This eastern U.S. native is a tree for all 
seasons, but especially autumn. Lily of the valley-like 
flowers (fragrant, too) cover rich green foliage in sum- 
mer. Foliage changes to yellow, red and purple in fall. 
Seedpods dangle from the tree even after leaves have 
dropped. The sourwood matures to a delicate 25 feet. 
Plant close-by to fully appreciate. Pll always remember 
that this tree was a favorite of my close friend and horti-

Can I get Social Security 
with my municipal pension?

Dear Rusty: I retired from a 
municipal Fire Department seven 
years ago at the age of 54. It is a 
private pension, and I was exempt 
from Social Security while I was 
working. I receive about $50,000 
per year in pension benefits. I 
recently got a letter from Social 
Security saying I needed eight 
more credits of work to qualify 
for Social Security benefits. I was 
wondering if I worked two more 
years, paying into Social Security, 
would I qualify for benefits, since 
I am on a municipal pension? 
Signed: Retired Fireman 

Dear Retired Fireman: 
Although your municipal Fire 
Department pension would reduce 
your Social Security benefit, it 
will not eliminate it. So, if you 
work and earn those additional 
eight credits you will be entitled 
to a Social Security benefit. 

Because of your non-covered 
municipal pension your Social 
Security benefit will be affect- 
ed by the Windfall Elimination 
Provision, which affects any- 
one who has a pension from an 
employer which did not partici- 
pate in Social Security where nei- 
ther the employee nor the employ- 
er paid into Social Security. WEP 
uses a special benefit computation 
formula which will result in you 
getting a smaller benefit, but you 
will, nevertheless, get some ben- 
efit amount if you have accumu- 
lated at least 40 quarters of Social 
Security credit. Note that your 
Social Security benefit amount 
will be further reduced if you 
claim it at age 62, or any age prior 
to your full retirement age.

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You earn Social Security cred- 
its by working in a job where 
you pay FICA payroll taxes on 
your earnings, and you can earn a 
maximum of four Social Security 
credits per year. For 2020, you'll 
earn one credit for each $1,410 
of earnings, up to a maximum 
of four credits for the year, but 
you don’t need to work the entire 
year to get the credits. For exam- 
ple, if you work yet in 2020 and 
earn $5,640, which is four times 
$1,410, youll earn the maximum 
four credits for this year. 

You need a total of 40 quar- 
ter credits to become eligible 
for Social Security, and those 
credits never expire, so even old 
credits earned before your Fire 
Department career still count. 
And, even if small, this would 
be a benefit you have earned by 
contributing to Social Security, so 
there’s little reason not to pursue 
it by gaining the needed addition- 
al credits.

USDA extends WIC flexibilities for 
duration of the COVID-19 emergency 


STATE — The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture announced the extension of 
more than a dozen flexibilities ensuring 
participants in the Special Supplemental 
Nutrition Program for Women, Infants 
and Children continue receiving the food 
and health support they need during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. USDA’s proactive 
extension of these waivers throughout 
the national public health emergency will 
ensure nutritionally at-risk mothers, babies 
and children receive the critical nutrition 
benefits and services they count on in a 
safe manner while allowing the program to 
operate based on local conditions through- 
out the pandemic. 

“USDA has been extremely steadfast in 
offering flexibilities to ensure Americans 
in need continue to receive food assistance 
during COVID-19. President Trump has 
demonstrated his commitment to support- 
ing Americans in need during the pan- 
demic and setting them up for success 
as our nation reopens and recovers,” said 
Secretary Sonny Perdue. “WIC provides 
vital services to new and expectant moth- 
ers, infants, and children and we are com- 
mitted to making it as easy as possible 
for them to receive the support they need 
during the pandemic.” 

Without the action, these essential flex- 


ibilities would have expired at the end of 
this month. 

WIC provides supplemental foods, nutri- 
tion education, breastfeeding promotion 
and support and health care referrals to 
low-income pregnant, postpartum and 
breastfeeding women, infants and children 
under five who are determined by health 
professionals to be at nutritional risk. 

USDA’s Food and Nutrition Service has 
made maximum use of existing program 
flexibilities and the waiver authority pro- 
vided by Congress to make it as easy as 
possible for children and families to partic- 
ipate in WIC— and all of the department’s 
nutrition assistance programs — during the 
COVID-19 health emergency. 

The WIC waivers being extended allow 
for: participants to be approved for WIC 
without being physically present in a local 
office; remote issuance of benefits to any 
participant; flexibility in food package 
requirements, including dairy, grains, veg- 
etables, and infant foods; and additional 
options for pick-up of food packages.

Baker-Polito administration 
announces grants to support 
water quality management

BOSTON -—- The Baker-Polito 
Administration today announced $220,000 
in federal grants to six projects across the 
Commonwealth to assess watershed pol- 
lution and plan for work to address water 
quality impairments. The projects, select- 
ed by the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection (MassDEP), 
are based in Bourne, Dennis, Everett, 
Medfield, Monterey and Springfield. 

“Preservation of the Commonwealth’s 
watersheds is crucial for natural resourc- 
es, local economies and the quality of 
life of residents,’ said Governor Charlie 
Baker. “These grants will help local offi- 
cials identify problem areas and implement 
comprehensive plans to ensure that water- 
sheds and waterways are safe and healthy 
for all to enjoy.” 

The local projects receiving funding are: 

Improving Water Quality Through Green 
Infrastructure Capacity Building — $41,400 

Pioneer Valley Planning Commission 
(PVPC) 

PVPC will prepare five to seven read- 
ily implementable stormwater Best 
Management Practice designs, with the 
focus on green infrastructure. The project 
also offers a 35-to-40-hour green infra- 
structure certificate-training program for 
20 municipalities and 10 technical commu- 
nity college students to increase the green 
infrastructure knowledge base and interest 
within the region. 

“Massachusetts has long supported its 
watersheds and waterways as a community 
asset,” said Lieutenant Governor Karyn 
Polito. “We’re pleased to offer this support 
to communities and regional organizations 


that want to collect information to help 
them assess and manage these vital natural 
resources.” 

The grants are funded by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
through Section 604(b) of the federal Clean 
Water Act. Since 1998, MassDEP has 
funded 109 projects under the 604(b) Water 
Quality Management Planning program, 
totaling more than $5 million to address 
nonpoint source pollution problems. 

“Watersheds and waterways can be 
contaminated by bacteria and nutri- 
ents like nitrogen and phosphorus, 
severely impacting the quality of life in 
our communities,” said Energy and 
Environmental Affairs Secretary Kathleen 
Theoharides.“These grants will help com- 
munities assess the problem and come up 
with commonsense solutions.” 

“We are pleased to support communi- 
ties as they work to protect and restore 
their local water resources,” said MassDEP 
Commissioner Martin Suuberg. “This 
year’s investment will help communities 
collect watershed data, develop green 
infrastructure plans, build local capaci- 
ty through a green infrastructure training 
program and fund local efforts to improve 
water quality.” 

The term “nonpoint source pollution” 
refers to contaminants that are carried to a 
waterway due to precipitation and storm- 
water runoff from the land or infiltration 
into the soil. Common types of nonpoint 
source pollution include phosphorus and 
nitrogen from lawn and garden fertilizers, 
bacteria from pet waste and waterfowl, oil 
and grease from parking lots and roadways 
and sediment from construction activities 
and soil erosion.

Baystate readies for ‘twindemic heading into flu season

REGION — Over the last six months, 
the COVID-19 pandemic has pushed for- 
ward a number of changes within Baystate 
Health’s operations, from offering tele- 
health appointments to holding informa- 
tional sessions for families deciding wheth- 
er or not to send their kids back to school. 

Now, the facilities are also readying for a 
“twindemic,” heading into the flu viral sea- 
son during the global pandemic. And Molly 
Gray, president and chief administrative 
officer of Baystate Health Eastern Region, 
which includes Baystate Wing Hospital 
and Baystate Mary Lane Outpatient Center, 
anticipates everyone could be wearing face 
masks for another year, since the two most 
promising vaccines currently in develop- 
ment in Massachusetts haven’t completed 
clinical trials yet — and even when those 
vaccines are ready, it will take time to reach 
the goal of a vaccinated population. 

“T see family and friends saying, ‘maybe 
we'll have an easier viral season because 
people are wearing masks,’” Gray said. 
“T’m worried we’re going to have a tough 
viral season. It’s very likely that as more 
activities move indoors, the likelihood of 
exposure is increased. I think even the low 
community transmission rates we’ve seen 
locally sometimes causes us to feel a little 
bolder about taking off our masks or hav- 
ing those events or parties... but we are in 
a global pandemic. It is not gone, and we 
have to really treat it that way.” 

Gray also identified issues with the vac- 
cines currently being developed; for one, 
they need to be kept at minus-90 degrees

Fahrenheit, and “nobody outside of a 
research lab has a freezer that goes that 
low,” Gray said. 

Additionally, once the vaccines have 
thawed, they’re only stable at normal 
refrigeration temperatures for 24 hours. 

Americans are also largely unaccus- 
tomed to getting annual vaccines. Across 
the U.S., only 30 to 35% of the population 
get a flu vaccine each year, Gray said. 

Once COVID-19 vaccines are readily 
available, Baystate could have big, one-day 
vaccination events in order to overcome 
issues like the short shelf life of the vac- 
cine. In that event, social distancing and 
safety guidelines would be implemented, 
Gray said. 

But “there’s a long way between having 
a vaccine and having a vaccinated pop- 
ulation,” she said. “That’s got a million 
facets itself in terms of why people do or 
don’t accept vaccines, like why some peo- 
ple are anti-vaxxers who won’t accept any 
vaccine, and what kind of distrust have we 


earned in African-American populations? 
Because the Tuskegee syphilis study is one 
big study everybody knows about, but there 
are numerous others. So, will people of 
color seek vaccinations? And how do we 
get it out to everyone? There are so many 
things.” 

Gray doesn’t think herd immunity is very 
realistic in the U.S. either — at least, not 
without reaching five or six million deaths 
first, she said. 


Changes at Baystate 

Since the pandemic hit, Baystate has 
made a number of changes to its opera- 
tions, both internally and in how it interacts 
with consumers in order to lessen commu- 
nity transmission. 

“It really has been a whirlwind,” Gray 
said of the last six months. 

One positive change has been adding 
telehealth visits so that consumers can 
address certain healthcare needs virtually, 
without leaving their homes — something 
consumers have been wanting for a long 
time and which has also benefitted health- 
care workers, since no-show rates for those 
appointments, like behavioral health visits, 
have dropped to almost zero. 

Gray has also been hosting regular calls 
with local community leaders including 
town managers, police and fire chiefs, hos- 
pital staff and EMS directors to dissemi- 
nate the latest information on safety guide- 
lines and any local outbreaks, as well as to 
answer questions and talk about healthcare 
workers’ fears and anxieties. 

In April, Gray said there were some tear- 
ful resignations from healthcare profes- 
sionals who feared for their safety and the 


safety of their families. Otherwise, there 
haven’t been many changes in staffing 
numbers, although some have moved into 
new roles, like leading safety trainings. 

The facilities have held internal training 
seminars to teach healthcare workers the 
safest way to put on and take off personal 
protective equipment, since their greatest 
risk for becoming infected happens when 
they take off that equipment and can come 
into contact with the virus if it’s on their 
gear, Gray said. 

And every patient who enters a Baystate 
facility is tested for the virus. At Wing 
Hospital, only three patients have tested 
positive for coronavirus in the last eight 
weeks, Gray said. Cases peaked the week 
of April 8, when there were 16 to 20 cases 
at Wing Hospital and nearly 200 across 
Baystate Health, with 40 people in critical 
care. 

“The overall positivity rate in the state 
has been just under 1% which is excellent,’ 
Gray said. “We’ve seen a slow increase at 
Baystate Health in the last week. Whereas 
we were at about a 1% positivity rate in 
patients tested, we were seeing 1.42%. It’s 
a small number, but it’s an increase.” 

Baystate will also be requiring a flu vac- 
cine for every worker in Baystate facili- 
ties, even for those working remotely, in 
order to prioritize community prevention, 
with only a couple exceptions allowed for 
strict religious or other reasons. In past 
years, getting a flu vaccine and wearing 
face masks were optional. 

Moving forward, “the most responsible 


thing (people) can do is to wear our masks, 
take care of each other, and get through 
this,” Gray said.

REGION -— It seemed to work okay 
for Major League Baseball, and now 
the Pioneer Valley Interscholastic 
Athletic Conference in Western 
Massachusetts and Mid-Wach League 
of Central Mass. are utilizing a sim- 
ilar strategy to limit travel for teams. 

High school fall sports will observe 
a similar limited travel schedule to 
that of the MLB as they go into “geo- 
graphic” bubbles. 

In Western Mass., due to the 
diversity of the area, the PVIAC has 
always made leagues based on a com- 
petitive balance. While you might see 
intermingling of the teams in Division 
1, 2, 3, and 4, it is based on how good 
a team’s competition level is in a cer- 
tain sport. 

Now, there is still intermingling of 
divisions, but it is only based on the 
region and the pure geography of the 
area. 

In many sports, the teams have 
been divided into four “bubbles.” 
They are Hampshire East and West, 
and Hampden East and West. Many 
of the Springfield teams have been 
placed into a bubble within the city 
due to the number of schools there. 

The Hampden leagues con- 
sists mostly of the larger schools 
in the region as Longmeadow, 
East Longmeadow, Minnechaug, 
Chicopee, and Chicopee 
Comprehensive are lumped into the 
Hampden East. 

On the other side, the Hampden 
West features Westfield, Agawam, 
West Springfield, Holyoke, 
Northampton, with smaller schools 
Southwick and Hampshire Regional 
lumped in. 

Smaller schools are featured in 
the Hampshire West, with Gateway, 
Easthampton, Smith Vocational, 
St. Mary’s, Westfield Tech, and the 
Pioneer Valley Chinese Immersion 
School.

winning or finishing second,”

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“How to hit the open road during a nandemic | 


Fall has traditionally been a great 
time of year to hit the open road. 
Fall foliage annually provides an idyl- 
lic backdrop for fall road trips. But 
2020 is a year unlike any other, and 
veteran road trippers may wonder if 
it’s wise, or even legal, to take to the 
open road this fall. 

The COVID-19 virus has forced 
local governments to implement 
various changes aimed at preventing 
the spread of the potentially deadly 
virus. While interstate travel during 
the outbreak is different, it’s not 
illegal. However, many states put 
specific policies in place that man- 
dated out-of-state visitors self-quar- 
antine for a certain period time, 
most often 14 days. Such measures 
compelled many would-be travelers 
to remain within the borders of their 
home states. 

But traveling need not be a relic 
of the past because of a pandemic. 
In fact, travel enthusiasts can hit the 
open road this fall with their peace 
of mind intact, especially if they 
follow a few safety precautions while 
heading off for parts unknown. 

e Determine how far you really 
need to go. Restrictions have been 
lifted in many areas, but it’s still

No one wants to confront car trou- 
ble during a road trip, and that’s 
especially so when traveling during 
a pandemic. A breakdown during a 
pandemic may force drivers to visit 
roadside body shops or arrange for 
tow trucks, potentially putting them 
at greater risk of getting COVID-19.

e Avoid densely populated areas if

e Wash hands. First and foremost, 
it is crucial to wash your hands 
before and after using the car. This 
can reduce the likelihood of growing 
ill because of transferred viruses or 
bacteria. 

e Use rubbing alcohol. Solutions 
that contain 70 percent alcohol are 
effective against many viruses and 
bacteria, including coronaviruses, 
nearly every interior surface of a ve- 
hicle can be cleaned with isopropyl 
alcohol.
